Gratifying Reports on Work 


of the Colleges are Submitted 
At the Methodist Conference 


Past Year the Most Successful in History of Alberta Colle 
—Other Institutions Have Good Records—Should 


North 
ar Con- 


tinue More Than Another Year, Work of Theological Colleges 
Will Become Problematical, Says Dr. Thomas 


Gratifying reports of the work of 
the Methodist colleges in Alberta dur- 
ing the past year were submitted to 
the conference Thursday afternoon by 
Rev. Dr. Kerby, principal of Mount 
Royal, Calgary, Dr. D. BH. omas, 
acting principal of Alberta College 
South, and Rev. F, 8. McCall, princi- 
pal of Alberta College North. 

Alberta College South . 

Dr. Thomas, after referring to the 
difficulties at the opening of Alber- 
ta College South for the term, sald 
that with the co-operation of @1l con- 
cerned, the year might be found to 
rank well up with any of the past. 
The honor rol! of the institution, he 
said, carried nearly 100 names and 
although the student ranks had been 
depleted to the limit by threo years 
enlistment, elght who were witb them 
when the year began were now In 
khaki. They all recognized that hero- 
ism was a sacred thing, was his com- 
ment. In spite of many handicaps, the 
attendance in all departments was 
175; the student registration being 
fully 20 per cent. more than In the 
same departments, last year. In the 
theological 19 probationers had reg- 
istered, three of whom had enlisted 
in the R.F.C,, and three in the tank 
battalion. AP ara igi 

If the war continued more than an- 
other year the work of the theological 
colleges, Dr. Thomas told the confer- 
ence, would become problematical 
and exceedingly difficult.. Up to the 
present Alberta College South had not 
suffered ag other had, But they had 
not now a single theological student 
who could pass the required military 
tests. However, they would have one 
of the best graduating classes they 
had ever had. In the matriculation 
department they had 60 students. 
‘Three new teachers had been appoint- 
ed to the musfc department, where 
the number of pupils had been large- 
ly increased. Dealing with finance, Dr. 
Thomas sald that all departments had 
paid théir way except the theological, 
which was taken care of by the con- 
ference and the genereal education 
board. The offerings from)the con- 
gregations totalléd for the present 
$34,000 against $45,000 for 1916, 
but he polnted out in this connection 
that there were 70 stations in the 
conference not manned this year. 


Mount Royal 

Dr. Kerby, who accompanied his 
report by a talk that was described 
as inspirational, commented upon the 
growing spirit of co-operation be- 
tween the colleges and alluding in- 
cidentally to his association with re- 
crulting, sald that when he was work- 
ing for the college he was paid by the 
college, and for the militia depart- 
ment by the country. He had never 
taken double salary from either. There 
was a great deal, of herotsm in those 
pioneer educational institutions that 
meant so much to the future citizen- 
ship of Western Canada, said Dr. Ker- 
by. They were only beginning to 
waken up to the value of the secon- 
dary colleges. The total registration 
in all departments of Mount Royal, 
he told the conference, was 432, com- 
pared with 297 for the previous year; 
the largest registration in the history 
of the institution. There had been 
a decided increase in all departments 
and the inspector of the educstion 
department had on a recent visit ex- 
pressed himself delighted at the char- 
acter of the work being done. The 
neademic end, which was, he said, 
the backbone of the college, showed a 
registration of 115. Eighty etudents 
were overseas and six of the teaching 
staff were on active service. Empha- 
sizing the residential feature of the 
college he sald there was need for 
extension of the building. The college 
had been able to pay its way entirely 
out of current revenue. Dr. Kerby 
informed the conference and he ad- 
ded that the tnstitutton had never yet 
turned its doors against any deserving 
biudent. 


Alberta College North 
“The year wo are concluding thas 
been. the most successful in the his- 
tory of the college,” Mr. McCall be- 


gan, and he emphasized the informa- 


tion by the added fast that every de 
partment showed an increase upon 
any previoue year. The total regis- 
tration was 1,360 and the tutal indiv- 
adual registration 1,265, exceeding 
the previous year by 173. Alluding 
to the placing of the two Haémonton 
colleges under a joint board, hoe sald 
there was the utmost harmony  be- 
tween the two dnstitutions; the amal- 
gamation haid been @ decided success. 
He called attention to the work done 
among the students of foreign descent, 
the “coming Canadians,” as they de- 
scribed them, end said that 86 na- 
tlonalities had been represented in 
the student body. “Truly a college 
ws a melting pot of nations.” It had 
been decided, suid Mr. MoCall, to ex- 
tend thig department; to have a bi- 
lingual teacher at the college to assist 
in training these “coming Canadians” 
for Christian and Canadian  citizen- 
ship, Remarking that during the past 
five years these classes had been 
growing larger each year, he im- 
preased the nevessity for the develop- 
ment of a work of vital importance for 
the future welfare of the country. 
They wanted assistance from the edu- 
cational society to put it on a per- 
manent basis, The college, Mr. Mce- 
Ca also pointed out, was assisting 
many whoee education had been ar- 
rested, as Was the misfortune of num- 
bers in a pioneer country. Three hun- 
dred positions had been filled by stu- 
dents of the oommercial department 
of the college and he said that it was 
impossible to supply the demand. 
Three teachers and over 100 etudents 
had enlisted, Mr. McCall told the con- 
ference, and many of the latter had 
made the supreme sacrifice, This year 
had been a financial success and the 
finances of the college were in excel- 
lent shape. “It has been without ex- 
ception the very best year In the his- 
tory of the institution,” Principal Mo- 
Call declared.

the Alberta Methodist conference last 
night with respect to the 
neglect of the church adequately to 
supply the needs of the remote rural 
communities in the province. It was 
asserted that there were districts 
which had gone for a long time with- 
out religious preaching or instruction, 
and that the children were growing 
up In ignorance of the Bible and of 
the Christian religion. Rev. W. A. 
Lewis. of Macleod, formerly of the 
Albany Avenue Methodist church, Ed- 
monton, and Rev. M. L. Wright, of 
Wetaskiwin, took the lad in de- 
manding that more attention should 


be paid to these localities and that) 


the services of all available men 
should be secured to minister to them. 

Tho statements were not allowed to 
go unchallenged. Rev. Thomas Pow- 
ell, of the stationing committee, point- 
ed out that conditions were not nor- 
mal and that with over 60 men over- 
seas the difficuities of supplying all 
the fields were great.

Objective Passed 

When the meeting opened, with a 
large attendance of the public as well 
as of members of the conference, the 
report of the conference missionary 
committee was submitted, It show- 
ed that during the year 1917-18 there 
had been pledged by the districts for 
missionary purposes the sum of $30,- 
196. The objective of $30,000 had 
therefore been surpassed. The amount 
raised in 1916-17 wus §$21,2 and In 
1916-16 $25,205. The cash collections 
this year were already $3,000 ahead 
of those of a year ago, and, propor- 
tlonately, were probably the largest 
of any of the conferences in the con- 
nection, The total receipts for mis- 
sions in the Dominion were $546,677, 
an increase of more than $100,000 
over the receipts for the correspond- 
ing time a year ago. 

The report recommended that the 
standard of ten cents per head for 
missionary purposes be adhered to 
and that the objedtive next year be 
placed at $50,000. In reply to a ques. 
tion it was stated that $60,000 was 
spent on home missions in Alberta 
last year, T ten cents per head 
proposed was agreed to, but the con- 
ference cut down the objective from 
$60,000 to $40,000. 

In the course of the discussion of 
the report Mr, Lewis declared that 
the outlying districts were being 
neglected. iié cited a case where he 
had been asked to preach in a school- 
house in the district where no religi- 
ous services had been held for five 
In accordance with his cus-

Washington, May 80—Memorlal Day 
this year carrying & deeper meaning

Policy of Encouragement to Purchasers of Big Shipments 
Results in Increased Business—North Country Has 
Been Receiving Large Quantities During 
Past Few Months. 


on the C.N.R. to Onoway, Vermilion 
and Gunn Siding. 

For the stockers shipped out under 
the car-lot policy during April, 465 
went out on the C.N.R. to a dozen 
Aifferent places; 100 on G.T.P, points 
and 62 to Grandoe Prairie, and 240 out 
C.P.R. points, 

In March 160 heifers were ship 
into the Peace River country, 106 to 
Provost, Coronation and Consort, and 
76 out to Hay Lake and Swan River. 
There were also 68 sows shipped to 
Calgary that month. In March there 
was a comparatively Mght purchase 
of stockers, the number being 560, as 
against 829 in February and 1,033 (all 
oattic) in January, 

These figures do not by any means 
represent the total movement from the 
Edmonton stock yards, as the dealers 
put through a lot of sales. Ag stated, 
these figures represent merely the 
sales for which assistance is given by

As the spread of settlement 
has been from the south and cast 
towards the west and north, na- 
turally this is the last great arca 
to feel the pressure of population 
which has so greatly increased 
land values in the Western States 
ard in the more easterly and sou- 
therly portions of the prairie west 
of Canada. It is in this fact that 
the farmer from the United States 
and Eastern Canada,,who desires 
to seek a new location, finds his 
best opportunity in North Alberta. 


Modern Conditions and Success, 


Conditions of climate and soil 
are such in this section of the pra- 
irie west that pioneer settlement 
was directed to Edmonton and the 
surrounding country in the very 
earliest days. But pioneer settle- 
ment differs from the settlement 
that is contingent on railway con- 
struction. The pioneer will go any- 
where that he finds conditions of 
life to suit him, or where he ex- 
pects such changes later on as will 
be to his advantage. He shows the 
way ; he blazes the trail. When the 
facilities of industry and com- 
merece catch up to him, he may, 
and generally does, blend into the 
general scheme of production for 
world supply.

While the winter 
climate of Northern Alberta is of 
course much more severe than} 
that of the British Isles, it is very 
much more moderate than the!

tude on the Atlantic coast of North 
America. 
Fact Counts—Not Theory. 
It is not by lines of latitude that | 
theclimate must be judged,but by 
the fact of what the soil will pro- 
duce. The experience is that, acre | 
for acre, the land in the settled 
portions of Northern Alberta will | 
produce as great a bulk of as valu- 
able food with as little labor as the 
land of Indiana, Illinois or Iowa, 
while the facilities for marketing | 
are just as good, and the advan- | 
tages of rural life are either equal, 
or in the way of becoming equal 
with the progress of the settlers 
and of settlement. Every advan- 
tage of roads, schools, churches, 
telephones, and the conveniences 
of life generally are to be had in 
the settled districts of Northern 
Alberta as they are in the States} 
mentioned, while the land in Nor-

They are fed to 
young stock during the period of 
growth When feeding to fatten, 
chopped barley ts added as a fattening 
ration, It is officially calculated that 
13 bushels of corn will make 100 
pounds of pork up to 200 pounds, 
| Beyond 200 pounds the rate of con- 
}sumption would be 14 bushels. Mr. 
Wilkinson ig of the opinion that 15 
bushels of oats will make 100 pounds 
of pork up to 150 pounds. Over 150 
pounds, barley at the rate of 15 bushels 
per 100 pounds of pork is needed; 
practically the same weight of food as 
13 bushels of corn, Chopped oats ts 
as good as or better than corn to 
make young pigs grow quickly. To 
fatten for market, chopped barley 
mixed with chopped oats will produce 
a finished article as quickly as corn. 
Recently the price of live hogs at

than any other part having com- 
parable advantages. War. condi- 
tions and war prices having push- 
ed up the price of land in the older 
setttled and highly productive por- 
tions of the United States middle 
west and the more easterly and 
southerly part of the Canadian 
prairie region, farmers’ there 
who desire more land, find them- 
selves blocked by the high prices. 
Thev must. go elsewhere and find 
cheaper land, The advantages — of 
Northern Alberta should not be 
overlooked by farmer settlers who 
are coming to the Canadian West. 


Latitude Does Not Make Climate. 


The northerly latitude of this 
section of the Canadian west na- 


turally strikes unfavorably — the| 


farmer whose home is perhaps 500 
of 1,000 miles further south, and 
who has possibly suffered crop 
losses from frost. While it is a fact 
that the earth’s climate is hottest 
at the equator and coldest at the 
poles, the changes of temperature 
are not governed absolutely by 
lines of latitude, Other considera- 
tions are quite as important in es- 
tablishing climatic conditions. 
Every harbor of the British Isles 
is open all winter, while in the cor- 
responding latitude on the coast 
of North Ameriva there are Are- 
tic condidtion, There is the same 
difference of climate between the 
east and west coasts of the Pacific 
as between those of the Atlantic.

Wheat is still an ‘:n- 
portant feature of farming in this dis- 
trict as the number of flour mills and 
grain elevators testify. There are 
three flour mills in the city of E1- 
monton: The Edmonton mills on the 
south side, 150 barrel capacity, and 
Campbell and Ottewell, 200 
capacity, and the Alberta mills, 

barrels capacity, on the north side. 
The Edmonton mill was built in 189%, 
the Campbell and Ottewell mill in 
1899 and the Alberta milis in 1906. 
In the Peace River country there is a 
50 barrel mill at Ft. Vermilion on the 
lower Peace, in township 108, range 
12, west of the 4th meridian, 340 miles 
north of Edmonton. Ft. Vermilion is 2 
miles further north of Edmonton than 
the international boundary is to the 
south, In view of the immense crop 
of wheat now raised in southern A:- 
berta near the international boundary 
line it is worthy of note that wheat 
was raised and a mill established at 
Fort Vermilion years before it was be- 
lieved that wheat could be grown in 
south Alberta. Tho first mill was buili 
at Fort Vermilion in 1886. An up-to- 
date flour mill is in operation at Sex- 
smith on Grande Prairie and another 
at Grande Prairie City. There 1s a 
inill at St. Albert, a few miles north 
of Edmonton, and another at West- 
lock, 60 miles north of Edmonton.

Rye will grow on any kind of soll, 
and will mature in a shorter season of 
growth than any other cereal. It is 
therefore a safe crop to grow in dis- 
tricts subject to early frost. The ripe 
straw has very little feed value. Fall 
rye is now worth $2.56 a bushel, but 
under normal conditions it is worth 
from 16c to 200 a bushel less than| 
wheat. Spring rye has been grown, 
successfully for many years in the 
‘Wetaskiwin, St. Albert, Stony Plain 
and Viking districts. The progress of 
dairying and cattle raising has 
brought forward the merits of fall! 
rye asa late and early pasture, as well | 
as a grain crop.

Timothy {ts the best hay for horses, 
as oats is the best grain, Timothy tis 
wanted and needed wherever horses 
are used. When it cannot be procured 
horses are worked at a disadvantage. 


For this reason timothy always com- | 


mands a premium over other hay. 
Large sections of Alberta, particularly 
the parteof Northern Alberta north of 
Carstairs on the C. & E., and the Pin- 
cher Creek district of Southern Al- 
berta. have grown timothy for local 
supply and shipment to British Colum- 
bia for a number of years. 

With a fair amount of moisture in 
the spring a good crop of timothy is 
assured in those districts, 
bulky in proportion to its value the 
cost of transportation prevents Alber- 
ta’s surplus from finding an outlet in 
distant markets and so restricts the 
expansion of timothy growing. 

Superior Seed from Alberta. 

Of recent years however, a new fea- 
ture has been developed—the growth 
of timothy seed. The reasons nee not 


| be discussed, but the fact is that Al- 


berta timothy seed shows much the 
same superiority over seed grown else- 
where that seed oats grown in Alberta 
show over other oats, Timothy can be 
grown for hay in many localities 
where it would not be profitable or 
advantageous to grow it for seed, But 
always the best seed is the first essen- 
tial for a good crop. Timothy growers 
al over the world are always on the 
out for the strongest and best 
seed. The seed Is so valuable in pro- 
portion to its welght that it will easily 
stand the cost of transportation. The 
market for timothy hay is 


practically limited to British Colum- 


| bia, the Yukon and Saskatchewan, but 
| the outside market for timothy seed Is 


as wide as the world. So long as the 
quality is superior there is no danger 
of glutting the market. 

Export Trade Developed. 

The growth of timothy seed in Al- 
berta is a new development. Of the 
1914 crop only three cars of timothy 
seed were shipped from Alberta. It 
was all shipped to Toronto. Of the 1915 
crop 16 cars were shipped; all to On- 
tario. Of the 1916 crop 55 cars were 
shipped, also to Ontario, and of the 
1917 crop 80 cars were shipped. A car 
is 30,000 pounds. For the 1917 crop

Farming is a business, not a recrea- 
tion, If farming pays, the farmer can 


stay on the farm, If it pays well, he 
can enlarge his operations, And if it 
does not pay, he goes out of business 
and his creditors get the farm. The 
natural productiveness of the farm, or 
the skill end industry which tho 
farmer empioys in making it produce, 
are important factors in his success. 
But the marketing of the product and 
the price secured are as important as 
successful production—are in fact the 
final and only true test of farming 
success. Bad marketing and low 
prices will break the best farmer, and 
casibly break him a little sooner than 
iis legs enterprising neighbor, because 
of his greater investment. 


The great attraction in wheat farin- 
ing is that wheat is cash. The world 
must have bread every day, Wheat 
stands storage and transportation well. 
Givén convenient rail transportation 
and wheat is cash at a fairly even 
market price the year round, The 
conditions of marketing to thé con- 
sumer the products of mixed farming 
ure not ag cheaply or easily. provided 
as in the caso of «heat. Until in- 
vestment has been made and the 
necessary skill and business methods 
applied, INve stock cannot be turned 
into cash as readily as wheat. Invest- 
ment cannot go in advance of produc- 
tion. The earlier years during which 
production of live stock is being in- 
creased to point that will warrent in- 
vestment of capital in the facilities of 
preparation and distribution are years 
of disappointment and discouragement, 
such as is the lot of the pioneer in 
every line of life, But once production 
warrants jnvestment, then increase of 
facilities can be depended on to keep 
step with increase of production. 
When marketing conditions for live 
stock are on a par with those for wheat 
the country of mixed farming comes 
into its own, 

Live stock men in North Alberta 
and the Edmonton district can 
now look back on_ the | pioneer 
days, Today the competitive facilities 
for marketing stock are as good as 
they are anywhere in America, They 


sell on the world’s market for the 
world’s supply, and have the full 
benefit of world prices, Although 


situated in the heart of the continent, 
the rail rate to Montreal is $1.85 per 
100 pounds, as compared with 56c¢ 
from Chicago to Montreal, a difference 


}o€ 80c per 100 in favor of Chicago. 


Thig is, of course, an important differ- 
enc@, but does not bear nearly the 
same proportion to the value of the 
article ag the difference of rate be- 
tween, say, Chicago and Edmonton in 
the case of wheat. Strange to say, not 
only have the recent prices at Edmon- 
ton not shown a cut below éastern 
j tices, proportioned tg the freight 
rates, but they have shown an actually 
higher price. 

On April 6th, 1918, the top price for 
live hogs at Edmonton was 2le a 
pound, On the sare day at Winnipeg 
the price was 204% c, and at Chicago 
17.45 cents. That is to say, live hogs 
were worth 3i%c a pound more in 
Edmonton on that day than they were 
in Chicago. 

On March 18th the prices were: 
Edmonton, 20c: Winniper, 20c; St. 
Paul, 17c; and Chicago, 17,30 cents. 

A comparison of beef prices between 
Edmonton and Chicago does not make 
as favorable a showing for the Ed- 
monton market, but that is because 
the quoted Chicago prices are for 
scientifically stall-fed beef, while lid- 
monton prices are for grass or hay-fed 
onimais, Stall-feeding of cattle has 
not yet been developed to the point of 
making a regular market here for that 
class of beef. 

In February of this year good steers 
Drought $12.87% per 100 pounds; 
light steers, $12.00, and thin steers, 
$11.25. In February, 1917, the range 
of prices for the same grades was 
$8.50 ‘for good, $8.00 for light, and 
$7.60 for thin. In January, 1916, the 


range of prices was $7.00 for good, 
$6.75 for medium, and $6.00 for thin, 
In January, 1914, the prices were 
$6.75, $6.00 and $5.75 respectively.

The Edmonton district has always 
been well adapted for raising cattle, 
hogs and poultry, and making butter, 
But until, by the establishment of 
packing plants and central creameries, 
an all-the-year-round cash market 
was provided, the progress of the dis- 
trict was slow, and land values were 
kept far below those of the purely 
wheat-growing sectibns of the coun- 
try. The Swift-Canadian company 
established their plant at Edmonton in 
1908, and have since nearly 
trebled their capacity. P. Burns, of 
Calgary, followed with an up-to-date 
establishment, and Gainer’s Limited, a 
strictly iocal enterprise, grew from 
small beginnings to take an important 
share of the business of the district. 
As a result, the fat steer or pig !s8 as 
ready cash to the farmer at any tme 
of year as a load of wheat, and at 
the world’s market price, 

The increase of live stock in the 
district, following the establishment 
of marketing facilities has been very 
rapid. The Swift-Canadian company 
established their plant in Edmonton 
in 1908, They are now handling three 
and a half times as many head of 
stock as in that year, while the rival 
establishments of Burns and Gainer, 
who have come into the field since, 
are also handling their share, It is 
estimated that there will be an in- 
crease of hogs in the district this year 
of about 20 per cent., while an opti- 
mistic estimate ig 85 per cent. 

The agricultural department of the 
provincial government, through its 
brand branch has returns which show 
graphically the increase in number of 
cattle disposed of in North Alberta 
during recent years. In 1915 the 
cattle shipped were 34,000. In 1916 
there were 49,000 shipped and 43,000 
slaughtered, In 1917, 75,000 were 
shipped and 89,000 slaughtered.

Sheep raising has not received that 
attention in North Alberta that its ad- 
vantages and possibilities would seein 
to warrant. The deep black soil, 
ample rainfall and luxuriant vegeta- 
tion do not constitute ideal conditions 
for rearing sheep in large flocks. But 
in smal] flocks on the ordinary farm 
or In larger flocks where the situa- 
“ion and soil conditions are well 
aes? they are successfully and pro- 
fitably reared. The first great diffi- 
culty met with in sheep raising ia not 
the sheep, but the coyotes. Sheep, and 
especially lambs, are a favorite prey 
of the coyote. The clumps of brush 
or timber that cover a large part of 
the country are his natural hiding 
place, Tho losses suffered by settlers! 
from coyotes has veen a great dis- 
couragement to the raising of sheep. 
As settlement becomes more dense! 
and the land is more fully cultivated, 
the great enemy of the sheep disap- 
pears and small flocks become prof! 
able. When the conditions are sult- 
able for raisng larger flocks, they can 
be srotected from coyotes by woven 
wire fencing, A suitable fence is 62 
inches high and has 10 strands of 
wire, with a strand of barbed wire on 
top to keep horses and cattle froin 
breaking the fence down, The lower 
strand of the fence wire must be 
close to the ground or the coyote will 
burrow underneath, Even if there !s 
@ fence, there should be dogs about 
to keep the coyote altogether away 
from the place, 

The experience of Mr. A. B. Camp- 
bell in raising sheep on a farm of 800 
acres near Fort Saskatchewan shows 
what can be done. A flock of 140 
grade range ewes and 80 Oxford 
Down grades were purchased in 
1914. A registered Hampshire rain 
was also purchased. The Hampshire 
is a large and hardy breed, with black 
face and black legs, The increase 
each year since was greater than the 
number of breeding ewes. The num- 
ber of twin lambs more than made up 
for all losses. This spring 150 breed- 
ing ewes are producing 200 lambs, 
The lambs give a fleece when a lit- 
tle over one year old and reproduce 
at two years. The sheep are winter- 
ed in sheds open to the south. They 
are fed on upland hay from the time 
the snow comes. Last fall they were 
on pasture until December 1. The} 
lambs come early in April and the} 
breeding ewes are givén chopped oats 
and bran for some weeks before

Fall rye gives excellent 
spring and fall pasture. Thirty acres 
of fall rye sown in the summer of 1916 
gave excellent pasture that fall and 
the following spring until May 24, by 
which time the grass had “become 
g00d, The sheep were then taken off 
the rye and at harvest time a crop of 
Rie of grain to the acre was 
cut, 

The clip of wool ran to eight or nine 
pounds per sheep and last year the 
average price was 60 cents a pound, 
The greatest profit is in disposing of 
spring lambs in the fall, They can bo 
brought up to 100 pounds weight by 
September, on crass pasture only. Last 
fall the surplus ‘ambs were disposed 
of at 18 cents a pouha. 

The number of sheep in Northern 
Alberta is not large, compared with 
the southern part of the province, but 
is increasing year by year., stimulated, 
of course, by the high price of both 
wool and mutton. At present prices 
sheep are probably the most profitable 
of the several kinds of farm stock, 
especially When the quick returns de- 
rived from them is considered. * 


Arthur 


Thie variety stands today amon 
field peas as the earliest in oothinetos 
that will give profitable yield. There 
are earlier field varieties and very 
early varieties among garmen sorta, 
but they will not return, when grown 
purposes, a commensur- 
ate profit on the labor expended. It 
has held true, as i does in practic- 
ally all classes of grain, that the ad- 
vance has been made at a slight sac- 
tifice in yield, but as the Arthur ma- 
tures some ‘three to ten days in ad- 
vance of the Golden Vine and Prus- 
tian Blue varieties, depending en- 
oe on the district, this @¥ght loss 


a negligible factor in th rts of 
‘anada where, if the Arthur variety 
eh ty not grown, it would be practic- 
lly impossible to grow peas with 
either satisfaction or profit. 

The Arthur variety carries {ts flow- 
tra in a Cluster or “crown” at the and 
ef the vines, thua differing in habit 
trom the other varieties, Golden Vint 
nd Prussian Blue, whioh bear their 
lowers distributed at various points, 
ver the stems. It ie thought that 

is characteristic renders the Arthur 
variety somewhet susceptible to in- 
lury in districte whore very dry heat 
prevails at time of flowering. Tho 
tesuts from eouthern predrie eta- 
tions where it gives a slightly lower 

i¢ld, especially at Lethbridge, Alta, 
end to confirm thia opinion, 

This variety serves its best pu e 
in the northern districts, within the 
(ifty-firm and fifty-fourth perallels in 
Weetern Canada and all the northern 
Aletricta of the eastern provinces ex-~ 
tending up to the fifty-first parallel, 
Small districts lying within the defin<« 
ed territories, subject to both ate 
spring and early fail frosts, may find 
even the Arthur variety too Jate for 
their peculiar conditwons, It must not 
be assumed that this variety is on! 
suitable where ite early maturity othe 
sets its slightly lower yield. In the 
eastern provinces, In many cages, it 
aad equally well with the Golden 
Jing and Prussian Blue varieties and 
on account of ite superior color and 
quality, frequently commands a high- 
er price on the markets. The Golden 
Vine and Prussian Blue varieties are, 
however, old standard sorts which giva 
fish yields and wherever the grower 
fa had success with either of these, 
untroubled by the problem of matur< 
tty, we would not recommend him ta 
change for the Arthur. In the ex. 
treme southern parta of Alberta and 
Baskatchewan, we would recommend 
these varieties in preference to the 
earlier sort, 

In peas, like in all other claases of 

in in Canada, thore fe a keen need 
or early, productive varieties, With- 
f certain limits the problem of se- 
Curmg the combination of earlinesa 
with @ large yield can be aolved by 
lamt breedera, and it le not too much 
© expect that the Arthur variety may 
tome day be replaced with an earlien 
maturing field sort that will give an 
equally large yield, Until that time, 
the Arthur variety can be recommend. 
ed universally in Canada to all farm. 
ers who find difficulty in ripening 
field neaa# before frost or who ara 

xlous to grow a fairly prolific sord 
hat will produce seed of fine quatity 
and high market value, 


Dairying is the most profitable 
branch of farming because the safest 
and most permanent, and at the same 
time it {s adapted to a wider variety 
of conditions than any other. Wheat 
raising gives quick returns and large 
profits under favorable conditions ot 

rowth and market. But under un- 
favorable conditions it breaks the 
producer just a6 quickly. Denmark 
and Holland are exampies of the pro- 
fitable character of intensive diiry- 
ing, and North Alberta is an example 
of dairying as the mainstay of pion- 
eer life. 

Natural conditions are favorable 
for dairying in Northern Alberta. 
There are luxuriant grasses every- 
where, generally abundance of water, 
sufficient natural shelter for summer, 
und the means of providing cheaply 
for the eomfortable housing of cattle 
in winter. The Alberta “Cow Bil" is 
an official and substantial recogni- 
tion of the fact that the ownership 
and successful handling of a few cow8 
give better assurance of the solvency 
and success of the homesteader than 
the title to his land.

But while dairying is an important 
help to the success of the pioneer, it 
{se to be recognized that the ‘industry 
has got far beyond the pioneer stage 
in the northern part of the province, 


and has become thoroughl establish- 
ed both in amount of pro uction and 
in standard of quality.

There is no reliable record of the 
amount of dairy butter made, but it 
would probably be about half as much 
as the creamery make, a total of over 
eight million pounds of butter alone, 
besides a considerable quantity of 
cheese. As yet, butter making Is the 
great feature of dairying in the pro- 
vinee, The price paid by creameries 
per pound for butter fat averaged 25c 
In 1915, 28%o in 1916, and 40c in 
1917. The wholesale price of cream- 
ery butter in 1915 was 37c, in 1916 
80%c, and in 1917 41%c. The price 
paid the farmer for dairy butter by 
the central creameries was 18¢ in 
1915, 210 in 1916, and 28ce In 1917. 


In the year 1917 there were 25 
creameries in operation in Northern 
Alberta. Some of these were operat- 
ed by the central creameries of Ed- 
monton, and some by independent 
companies. Four centralized cream- 
eries are operated in the city of Ed- 
monton by the Edmonton City Dairy 
Ltd., The Woodland Dairy Dairy Ltd., 
The Swife-Canadian Co. Ltd, and the 
Northern Creameries Ltd. These 
draw cream by rail from a radius ex- 
tending to Red Deer 100 miles south; 
Maidstone 165 miles east; High Prairie 
225 miles northwest; Athabasca and 
lac La Bicho to the north and north- 
east, and Fdson 130 miles west. 


Centralized Creamerics. 


There is no doubt that it was the 
establishment of these centralized 
creameries that made dairying an in- 
dustry in Northern Alberta, Theor- 
etically the small rural creamery can 
make butter as cheaply and of as 
good quality as the central creamery. 

But tho difficulty of the local cream- 
ery was in the marketing. The central 
creameries by reason of their large 
output have tho adyantage in storing 
and marketing. They can hold for a 
rise, they can ship in car lots, they 
have aelling agents at important 
points of consumption, The maker can 
only pay in proportion to the price he 
gets. Fle must market favorably or 
the farmers’ price for cream must be 
Jow. Under former cenditions the 
creamery paid part of the price at the 
end of the month and the balance ‘at 
the end of the season. The Edmonton 
ercameries paid every 165 days in 1915, 
and iv16, but in 1917 they paid cash

The three Edmonton crenmeries had 
76 branches in 1916, 120 in 1916 and 
210 in 1927, The branch is 9 receiv | 
ing station where a responsible agent | 
of the company receives and tests the | 
cream, so that the producer may if he 
wishes see the test made. In previous 
years the agent only gave a receipt for 
the cream and the creamery mailed 
the cheque, but during 1917 the agent 
paid on the cream as svon as he had 
tested it. Cream delivered at the! 
branch js paid for at ic per pound) 
butter fat less than if delivered at the | 
central creamery. In both cases the} 
express charges are paid by the com- 
pany, and the same price is paid to | 
the producer whether the express | 
charge is for a lone or a short haul. 


The branch is a great convenience 
to both the producer and the com- 

any. The producer {s satisfied that 

e is paid for his own cream according 
to the test. There is no chance of cans 
getting lost or damaged, Any member 
of the family can deliver to the branch. 
The agent keeps the central creamery 
in touch with every condition of pro- 
duction in the locality, adjusts differ- 
ences with customers, if any, and 
generally works to secure increased 
cream production, It is by drawing 
cream from a great radius that the 
central creamery can economize in 
manufacture and secure advantage in 
marketing. This repays the company | 
for their share of the up-keep of the 
branch, Of course the producer does 
not ship through the branch unless he 
wishes to. If he ships direct he gets 
full price. If he ships through the 
branch he js charged a cent a pound 
as already stated. The experience is 
that he prefers to pay the cent and) 
ship through the branch, 

Besides receiving and testing cream 
the creamery agent at a branch re- 
ceives and pays cash for eggs and 
dairy butter, and in some cases for 
poultry as well. This turns into ready 
cash at market prices two important 
products of the farm that without the 
central creamery and its facilities and 
business connections, would have to be 
traded out atthe store at anytuing but. 
remunerative figures. Not that the. 
rural storekeeper would take advan- } 
tage of the producer, but he has not 
the organization or connections that ! 
would enable him to realize profitaby 
on the article. 


Competition Develops. 


The éstablishment of competing 
contralized crearmeries In Edmonton 
has placed the dairy industry of Nor- 
thern Aiberta on an entirely different 
footing from what it occupied even 
only five or six years ago. Cream is 
now cash at the world’s market price 
and the farmer can invest in land and 
live stock knowing what he may ex- 
pect in cash return just as he would 
get from wheat. 

At various exhibitions during the 
past year the superiority of North.Al- 
berta butter was thoroughly demon- | 
strated. There is no part of the contin- | 
ent better adapted to successful dairy 
farming than the whole western and | 
northern portions of North Alberta 
and there is no place where dairying 
for profit is more thoroughly and suc- 
cessfully established than {t ts in at 
Jeast the 100-mile radius surrounding 
Edmonton.

As is usual with an infant industry 
the beginning of dairying in Alberta 
Was not encouraging Dairy butter 
had to be laboriously made at hore 
and the farmer wire exchanged it fo 
goods at the general store for ten or 
twelve vents per pound 

In these days ten-cent butter seems 
a myth While this price was ab 
surdly low even for that time the price 
of other farm products was only about 


one-quarter to one-third of-those pre 
vailing now Vherefore, farmers did 
rely to sume extent on milch cows to 
enable them to make a living 

About i897 the Dominion Gover: 
ment attempted to encourage dairying 
by establishing government creamer 
les. In that year five creameries 
operated manufacturing 127,895 
pounds of butte for wh anavera 
cf 18.61 ¢ ts per pound was ob 
tained at the creameries; $15 patrons 
contributing the cream 

The industry grew steadily until 
1906, when there were 1,755 patrons 
and 18 operating creamertes Thre 
cutput that year was 1,060,356 pounds 
of butter fo which an average of 
£1.28 cents per pound was obtained 
he number of creamer increased to 
21, but the number of patrons fell off 
during this period and the output de

These results are largely due to the 
central creameries’ policy of buy 
ing cre m every rallway station 
within a asonable distance of their 
plant. This has enabled the farmer 
in thinly settled districts, whe could 
not hope for a local creamery for 
years, and who could otherwise only 
dispose of the product of his cows as 
dairy butter at a low price, to sell 
his cream for the same price as the 
furmer who lived next door to a 
ereamery This has meant prosperity 
for the dairy branch of many a farm 
er’'s business and accounts for much 


of the big increase in the dairy output 
of the province. It has caused cream 
producers to flourish where none ex- 
isted before, 


Part of the increase is also to be 
explained by the educational work on 
behalf of the farmers, carried out by 


the creameries at their own expense as 
well as that done by the Provincial 
Department of Agriculture The pri- 
vate industries have spent tens of 
thousands of dollars of their own 
money to teach improved methods to

OF STOCKYARDS 
CONTEMPLATED 


Business Has Increased to Suct 
Extent Present Accommoda- 
tion Is Inadequate 


Farmers do not raise live stock for 
the purpose of scientific research, or 
for the sake of the company. Live 
stock is raised for profit, the profits 
depend on many factors, but on none 
more than on marketing facilities, 
Unless there are marketing facilities 
the margin of profit--which after all 
is what counts—elther is altogether 
lost or goes Into the hands of others 
than the farmer. Live stock must be 
watered and fed regularly and shelt- 


ered from storm or the marketing 
talue drops rapidly. Hence the ne- 


cessity of suitable accommodation for 
the stock on fair and equal terms, if 
the animals are to be marketed to the 
advantage of the producer 

In this country of great distance and 
consequent long rail haul it is not 
enough that buyer and seller are able 
to come together freely to make a 
arket There must be feed, water 
ind shelter for the stock which has 
ome in from a long rail journey, 
while awaiting purchase and out- 
shipment. This Is the reason for the 
Edmouton (as for all other) stock- 
yards. 

With the davelopment of the live 
stock industry of Northern Albert, 
the need of public stock yards became 
apparent, and in October, 1916, as a 
result of the enterprise of a number 
of local men the Edmonton’  Sstock- 
yards were opened for business. The 
company was organized for the sole 
tirposte of establishing facilities and

Pearine Native to Alberta's Prai- 
ries — Cultivated Peas 
Pay Well 


Oldham Bros. of Irma, sold 200 
crop to J. J. Murray & Co., seedmen 
of Edmonton, at $4.50 a bushel. Their 
yield last season was 20 bushels per 
acre. In the season of 1916 their yield 
was 35 bushels per acre, Oldham Bros. 
have raised field peas successfuily for 
several years at Irma.

is that owing to the ravages’ of the 
weevil and pea bug the raising of peas 
has been abandoned in many of the dis- 


tricts of Eastern Canada where they 
were formerly grown. Peas are now

growth of peavine and vetch, The pea 
vine is simply the wild pea—identical 
so far as leaf and vine are concerned 
with the cultivated variety, but the 
pod and pea are of very inferior qual- 
ity. There is also the wild vetch, of 
much the same character as the pea, 
but with a finer vine and leaf and 
smaller pea and pod. Both wild pea 
and wild vetch grow luxuriantly in 
suitable seasons, giving the very finest 
of pasture and hay. 

It is not to be supposed that where 
the wild plant is so much at home 
the cultivated one can not be success- 
fully grown. At the same time general 
experience is that it does not do well 
on rich land. That, however, may very 
probably be governed by the character 
of the season, 

A dry season might counteract the 
richness of the soil. 


Successful Pea Growers. 


Walker Bros. of Ellersiie, just 
south of Edmonton, grew successfully 
three acres of Arthur peas last season 
and will this year sow the seed they 
grew last year. 

Mr. Small of Westlock grew 20 acres 
of peas last season which yielded 20 
bushels per acre. 

At Minburn on the Canadian Nor- 
thern one farmer had 50 acres of peas 
last season that gave a good return. 

Besides being the best feed on which 
to fatten hogs, especially in winter 
the straw is much better feed for cattle 
than the straw of oats or wheat. Peas 
are frequently sown in small quantity 
along with oats to be used for hay or 
ensilage. The pea vines climb up the

astern States as in Eastern Canada. 

Peas Profitable Crop. 
Where peas were being ré 
quantity they were used to 
fatten hogs. They are as much superior 
over other grain for fattening hogs, as 
oats are over other grain for feeding 
work horses. Of course peas at $4.50 
a bushel could not be used for hog 
feed, At that price they are sold for 
seed and for household use, chiefly in 
soup. They are not as vet affected by 
Insect pests in this country and If they 
could be raised in quantity successfully 
they would be a very desirable and 
profitable crop. 

Past experience has seemd to indi- 
cate that the deep black soil that is so 
suitable for the growth of oats and 
timothy is not as suitable for peas. 
The tendency is for them to grow too 
rank and to become mildewed, espe- 
cially in a moist season. Those parts 
of the country where the clay is close 
to, or forms, the surface and where 
consequently oats donot do well, 
should be ideal for peas.

The record of the Fort Vermilion 
experimental farm {tn the early ripen 
ing of Prelude wheat is worthy of 
special note 

Prelude wheat aown on May 7, 1917, 
was harvested on August 13. The 
yield was at the rate of 48% bushels 
per acre from test plots. The weigh! 
was 68 pounda to the bushel. 

Marquis sown on the same day was 
ripe and cut on August 26, and Red 
Fife on Aygust 29. The yield of Mar- 
Guis was 69 bushels and of Red Fife 
64 bushels. While the Pretude yield 
is much less than the Marquis.or Reé 
Fife, the fact that !t was ready to cu! 
nearly two weeks before the Marquis 
and over two weeks earlier than the 
Red Fife. marks it aw a desirable 
wheat for the partiy wooded northern 
country, the development of which tlt 
great problem for Canada during the 
next twenty years. 

About August 10 is a critical period 
in the grain production of the North. 
West; grain that can be ripened be 
fore that date te practically safe from 
fost {n even the newest parte of the 
country. One night may make a v: 
difference fn the vahe of a crop. 
the groin ia moderately well-advanced 
towards maturity when struck "4 
frost, while it may be damaged, it wil 
not be destroyed. Of course, where 
Marquis or Red Fife is safe it would 
be folly to w Preiude; but where 
Marquis or a Fife are unsafe, Pre< 
lude would be a good risk,

PROFIT INHOGS PROVED BY 
_” SWINE FEEDING EXPERIMENTS 
DURING 1917 AT LACOMBE 


G, H. Hutton, B.8.A., Superintendent of Experimental Farm, Demon. 
strates That Patriotic Production of Pork Can be Coupled 
With Profit to the Prod icer Who Uses Pastures 
and Self Feeders, 


(By G. H. Hutton, B.S.A.) 
Swine feeding experiments carriet 
on at Lacombe in 1917 were inten ed 
to cover the questions which are be- 
ing insistently put forward as to the 


actual value of pasture as comiparet 
with the dry-feed lot and the relative 
value of different pastures for hogs. 
Similar work has been under way 
during previous 6easons, but not on 
#o large a scale as in 1917, when from 
five to over seventy animals were used 
in single phases of the work. F 
ures as to costs of gain under differ- 
ent systems of feeding have been se- 
cured from car lot groups, It is felt 
that since the results represent farm 
conditiong as to numbers of hogs in- 
cluded, they form a basis upon which} 
the practical feeder may safely con- 
struct hie plans and direct hii feed- 
ing operations, The work in 1917 
provided for the more definite de- 
fermination of the acre carrying ca- 
pacity of the various pastures under 
test by holding in reserve a group of 
hogs from which drafts could be fade 
or to which withdrawals could be sent, 
depending upon whether any group of 
hogs were not holding down thelr pas- 
athe to proper proportions or on the 
other hand were pasturing their area 
too closely. Three groups of hogd 
‘were fed inside, the game grain ration 
as those on the various pastures, and 
&he comparison in cost of gains in 
these groups with those on pasture is

This season the self-feeder pasture 
system of feeding is shown as being 
most economical. It has saved feed, 
time, labor and interest on investment. 
Rape pasture saved 2,453 pounds of 
grain per acre as compared with the 
grain cost of producing the same 
amount of pork without pasture, both 
groups being fed grain through the 
self-feeder. It is important to com- 
pare the per man capacity under the 
two systems of feeding. It would ap- 
pear that the labor cost of feeding 
under the self-feeder system is less 
than one-half the labor cost of hand 
feeding. Expressing the idea in an- 
other way—the per man capacity for
